REMARKS 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to for describing item 8 which is not shown in figure 1 . 
Applicant has amended figure 1 as shown on the enclosed Replacement Sheet to 
include item 8. 

Claims 

Applicant respectfully requests that claim 1 be canceled by this amendment, and 
that new claims 2-36 be added. 

Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Office Action rejects claims 1 , 2, and 5 as being anticipated by Yeung et al 
(5,654,529). 

Claim 1 is amended so as not to read on Yeung. Specifically, Yeung relies on and 
claims an inductive winding to perform detection of a permanent magnet in a stylus. In 
contrast, the present invention teaches and claims a solid state magnetic sensing device. 
SoHd-sta te refers to ele ctronic co^poj ^nts, ^vices /j gnjd-systems based entirely on the 
semiconductor technology. Accordingly, Yeung does not anticipate nor make obvious the 
present invention. 

Applicant has hereby canceled claims 2-5 without prejudice. Applicant requests 
that new claims 6-35 be examined.
